[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 4 Feb (MONTSAME)--The fate of the peoples of this planet 
depends to a great extent on the successful outcome of the Soviet-American 
negotiations in Geneva on questions of reducing and limiting mclear arms. 

In answering questions of a PRAVDA correspondent, comrade Yu. V. Andropov clear- 
ly defined the position of the Soviet Union on Reagan's address "To the People 
of Europe", which proposes that an agreement be signed, on American terms, be- 
tween the USSR and the United States on eliminating land-based medium-range 
missiles; this was reported in the newspaper UNEN today. 


The newspaper writes: What is really behind Reagan's appeal? The American 
administration is trying to get the Soviet Union to eliminate unilaterally its 
medium-range means at the same time that the United States and its NATO allies 
are leaving their analogous means untouched. Acceptance of a plan like Reagan's, 
directed against the constructive, peaceful initiatives of the Soviet Union, 
would mean a threat to general security. Therefore the general secretary of 
the CPSU Central Committee again declared resoundingly that the "zero option" 
is unacceptable and opposes the interests of the Soviet Union and all socialist 
countries. 


UNEN emphasizes that the Mongolian community welcomes and approves the readiness 
of the Soviet Union to reach an agreement in the area of strategic weapons, 
based on principles of equal rights and equal security for both sides, which 

was confirmed by comrade Yuriy Andropov.

Text Ulaanbaatar, 14 Feb (MONTSAME)--In connection with the 33rd anniversary 
of th igning of an agreement between the USSR and the People's Republic of 
China on friendship, alliance and mutual aid, a MONTSAME commentator writes: 


The signing of this agreement was of great importance in the independent devel- 
opment of our country.

in February 1946 recognized the independence of People's Mongolia. The People's 
RepubLi f China, in signing the Soviet-Chinese agreement in 195U, recognized 
the independence of Mongolia, and in a separate document the USSR and the PRC 
stated a complete zuarantee of our state's independence. But of course, the 
primary significance of the agreement lay in the fact that it became one of the 
most important factors in the resolution by the young Chinese People's Republic 
of complex tasks of economic and cultural construction. The agreement guaranteed 
its defense against imperialist aggression and aided the growth of China's 
international authority. 


The USSR and the PRC pledged that they would take such firm measures to prevent

SPEECH GIVEN BY J. BATMONH AT 2 FEBRUARY MEETING DEDICATED TO 90TH ANNI- 
VERSARY OF BIRTH OF D. SUKHE BATOR

[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 2 Feb (MONTSAME)--D. Sukhe Bator, son of a poor peasant 
livestock herder, experienced the bitter lot of the oppressed masses [words 
indistinct] and the cruel oppression of feudal lords and foreign invaders. 

A life of forced labor, difficult service in the army of the feudal state, re- 
peated participation in battles for the freedom and independence of his country 
and in combat action, all developed the revolutionary outlook of D. Sukhe 
Bator, one of the organizers of the first illegal circles, having become an 
initiator of their union into a single revolutionary organization. The speaker 
said that D. Sukhe Bator maintained ties with Russian worker-revolutionaries 
who lived and worked in Urga at that time. The trip made by a delegation of 
the revolutionary organization, which included D. Sukhe Bator, H. Choybalsan, 
and others, to Soviet Russia, to the city of Irkutsk, provided an opportunity 
to become better and more closely acquainted with the experience of Lenin's 
party and the first country of a victorious proletariat. This established 

the beginning a class alliance between the Mongolian peasants and the working 
class of Soviet Russia. 


D. Sukhe Bator devoted much effort to preparing for and calling the party's 
first founding congress, and especially to working out its ideological, polit- 
ical and tactical directions.

One of the decisive factors in the victorious outcome of the struggle for 
liberation in our country was the class alliance of the Mongolian workers and 
the victorious proletariat of Soviet Russia. 


The meeting between D. Sukhe Bator, the glorious son of the Mongolian people, 
and the great Lenin opens one of the first pages in the heroic chronicie of 
new revolutionary Mongolia.

In observing the anniversary of D. Sukhe Bator's birth, with a feeling of 
deepest respect and sincere gratitude, we pay tribute to the deeds of D. Sukhe 
Bator and his fighting comrades in the struggle for the national and social 
liberation of the Mongolian people and for their happy future. 


The decree of the MPRP Central Committee on the observance of the 90th Anni- 
versary of the Birth of D. Sukhe Bator states: ‘The ideas and works of D. 
Sukhe Bator, founder of the MPRP and the people's state, triumph and live in 
the impressive achievements of socialist Mongolia today." 


I. Sukhe Bator--Founder of the MPRP and the People's State 


The revolutionary activity of D. Sukhe Bator developed during a difficult and 
stormy time for Mongolia. The country had just been delivered from the 
Manchurian yoke that had lasted for over two centuries. This did not, however, 
free the working peasant livestock herders from dominance and oppression, or 
deliver them from want and deprivation. Feudalism had undivided rule in 
Mongolia. The theocratic monarchy that was established was not capable of re- 
solving a single urgent task in the country's revival. It continued to leave 
an open arena for the predatory aspirations of imperialist states, and the op- 
pression of the popular masses intensified immeasurably. Mongolia was one of 
the most backward countries in Asia at that time. 
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Under these circumstances, the liberation struggle of the Mongolian people 
intensified. It took on a purposefulness and a greater scope under the im- 
mense revolutionizing influence of the Great October Socialist Revolution. 
The working peasant livestock herders started to enter the historical arena 
as an independent political force, and its leading representatives joined to- 
gether for the battle. 


As V. I. Lenin wrote, "No class in history has achieved supremacy without put- 
ting forward its political leaders, its leading representatives, who are cap- 
able of organizing the movement and directing it.” This is precisely the 
kind of political leader that the Mongolian People's Party, founded by D. 
Sukhe Bator, became for the class of peasant livestock herders. It holds a 
worthy place in history as one of the prominent leaders of the national demo- 
cratic revolutions of the peoples of Asia, who were awakened by the liberating 
ideas of October. 


D. Sukhe Bator, son of a poor peasant livestock herder, from childhood knew 
the bitter lot of the oppressed masses and felt the entire weight of the op- 
pression of feudal lords and foreign invaders on his own shoulders. A life 
of forced labor, hard service in the army of the feudal state, repeated par- 
ticipation in the battles for his country's freedom and independence and in 
soldiers’ speeches, developed revolutionary views in D. Sukhe Bator. 


D. Sukhe Bator, one of the organizers of the first illegal circles, became 

an initiator of uniting them into a single revolutionary organization. He 
maintained ties with Russian worker-revolutionaries who lived and worked at 
that time in Urga. The trip made by a delegation of the revolutionary organ- 
ization, which included D. Sukhe Bator, H. Choybalsan, and others, to the city 
of Irkutsk in Soviet Russia, provided an opportunity to become better and 
more closely acquainted with the experience of Lenin's party and the first 
country of the victorious proletariat. This laid a foundation for establish- 
ing a class alliance between the Mongolian peasant livestock herders and the 
working class of Soviet Russia. 


In the propaganda of revolutionary ideas and in the ideological and organiza- 
tional preparations for creating the party, a large role was played by the 
rganization led by D. Sukhe Bator, with the aid of the Irkutsk organizations 
»£ the Russian Communist Party (Bolsheviks) and the newspaper MONGOLYN UNEN. 


All this was especially important in the work of organizing the party and 
defining and realizing the tasks of the people's revolution. 


D. Sukhe Bator devoted a great deal of effort to preparing for and calling the 
party's first founding congress, and especially to developing its ideological, 
political and tactical directions. D. Sukhe Bator, together with H. Choy- 
balsan and others sharing the same views, founded the Mongolian People's Party, 
which became the inspiration and organizer of the Mongolian people's struggle 
for freedom, independence and social progress. The creation of the party was 
the culmination of all the preceding revolutionary work of D. Sukhe Bator. 








"In the party,”’ notes comrade Y. Tsedenbal, ‘'the workers of Mongolia gained a 
lever for influencing the course of the country's historical development, more 
powerful than they had ever had before." 


Under the exceptionally harsh conditions of the foreign invaders’ bloody anti- 
people's regime, the party developed diverse political and organizational 
activity to prepare for the people's revolution, to form people's troops, to 
create a Provisional People's Government as an organization for the people's 
armed uprising and mobilization of the masses for a decisive battle against 
foreign and domestic enemies. All this was realized under the direct leader- 
ship of D. Sukhe Bator. As war minister and commander-in-chief of the people's 
troops, D. Sukhe Bator was in fact the leader of the Provisional People's 
Government, which was the beginning of the new people's democratic state of 
Mongolia. 


Thanks to the titanic work of the party, \eaded by D. Sukhe Bator, the armed 
uprising began on 18 March 1921 in the ar -.a of the present-day city of Altan- 
bular, with a crushing blow against the Chinese militarists who had been com- 
mitting outrages at that time on Mongolian territory. The crowning achieve- 
ment of the uprising was the liberation of the city of Urga (the capital) and 
the declaration of the formation of the people's state on 11 July 1921. This 
secured the victory of the Mongolian people's revolution, and power in the 
country was transferred into the hands of the working peasant livestock herders, 
and a radical change occurred in the history of the Mongolian people. 


People's troops, together with units of the workers’ and peasants’ Red Army, 
routed Baron Ungern's bands of White Guards. Red Army troops were sent to 
Mongolia by Soviet Russia at the request of the Provisional People's Government. 


One of the decisive factors in the victorious outcome of the struggle for liber- 
ation in our country was the class alliance between the workers of Mongolia 
and the victorious proletariat of Soviet Russia. 


The meeting between D. Sukhe Bator, the glorious son of the Mongolian people, 
and the great Lenin opens one of the first pages in the heroic chronicle of 

new revolutionary Mongolia. During his discussion with D. Sukhe Bator, the 
leader of the workers of the entire world offered a great deal of valuable 
advice on basic questions of the prospects of the Mongolian people's revolution. 
In the Mongolian workers’ struggle for state and economic independence, in al- 
liance with the workers and peasants of Soviet Russia, V. I. Lenin saw the 

main condition for Mongolia's transition to a noncapitalist course of develop- 
ment and recommended that the work of the party and people's government be in- 
tensified to unite around them the working peasant livestock herders, to create 
and expand cooperatives, and to establish new forms of economic operation and 


national culture 


As a result of Mongolian-Soviet negotiations, the Agreement on Establishing 
Friendly Relations between People's Mongolia and Soviet Russia was signed on 

5 November 1921. The meeting between V. I. Lenin and D, Sukhe Bator, and the 
signing of the Agreement laid a solid fqundation for development and strengthen- 
ing of the fraternal friendship and comprehensive cooperation between the 
Mongolian and Soviet peoples. 
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All the thoughts and deeds of D, Sukhe Bator were permeated with the striving 
to put into practice tirelessly the fatherly advice of the great Lenin and 
proceeded from the need for a struggle for freedom and social progress in al- 
liance with the workers and peasants of Soviet Russia. 


D. Sukhe Bator, as a new type of party and state figure, distinguished himself 
by the fact that he believed deeply in the creative forces of the revolution- 
ary people united around their political vanguard. He said: "If we can unite 
in a single effort and join our forces, there will be no goals that we cannot 
achieve, there will be nothing that we cannot overcome and nothing that we 
cannot learn. Then we will be able to tear ourselves away from the grip of 
foreign and domestic oppressors and destroy all ills and misfortunes."' Sup- 
ported by great popular masses, D. Sukhe Bator, with the immense energy and 
selflessness that were inherent in him, led the party's struggle for cement- 
ing the first gains of the people's revolution. He led the military actions 
of the people's troops in driving out the remaining bands of White Guards. 


D. Sukhe Bator directed the implementation of such radical revolutionary 
measures as the abolition of serfdom, elimination of the privileges of feudal 
lords, tearing down the old state apparatus and forming a new one, and organ- 
izing a revolutionary alliance of youth. 


From the very first year of the revolution, the first people's schools ap- 
peared and consumer cooperatives were formed. 


Revolutionary measures of the party and government were realized in the fierce 
battle with the overthrown exploiting class and foreign enemies of the Mon- 
golian people. It was also necessary to struggle against politically unstable 
elements within the party. Under these difficult conditions, the firm class 
position of D. Sukhe Bator and his tireless struggle for the unity of the 
party were of immense importance in strengthening the party and deepening the 
people's revolution. 


Sukhe Bator left this life at the height of his tireless revolutionary activity.

They must deliver and raise young animals, secure reliable 
safety for livestock under the harsh weather conditions of winter and spring, 
and they must accelerate preparations for spring field work. 


The average number of young animals raised over the last two years is almost 
one million head more than the average annual level for the preceding five-year 
plan, that is, the gains outlined for this sector in the current five-year 

plan by the 18th MPRP Congress are being met so far. This is convincing con- 
firmation that our agriculture has huge possibilities for increasing the live- 
stock population. Now it is important to consolidate the gains that have been 
achieved. 


There are still large hidden reserves for increasing the productivity of live- 
stock, that is, in increasing the yield of wool from each head of sheep, 

the milk yield from each cow, and increasing the delivery weight of livestock 
by improving the fattening of the animals. 
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In the area of farming, the -esults of the past two years still do not meet 
the goals that have been outlined, although there were some advances made in 
1982. Therefore we must work even more tenaciously, make rational use of 
material, technical, land, manpower and other resources that are available to 
farming today, we must increase the yield of agricultural crops, and increase 
the return on the large amount of capital that is directed to this section of 
agriculture. The underlying reason for the low yield and low profitability of 
crop farming can be found primarily in the fact that the conditions and 
standards of crop farming fall seriously behind contemporary demands. 


In order to improve the yield from each hectare of arable land, there must be 
a substantial improvement in the system of farming, a soil preservation system 
must be introduced more extensively and knowledgeably, seed-growing must be 
improved, fertilization must be used correctly and efficiently, agrotechnical 
time limits for agricultural operations must be observed, and acquisition and 
mastery of technology must be improved. 


Resolution of these problems of agriculture requires improved technology in 
production and organization of labor, improved social and domestic conditions 
for rural workers, and effective utilization of material and moral incentives. 


In carrying out the decisions of the 18th MPRP Congress, a great deal of work 

is now being organized to develop a complex program for problems involving 

food and agriculture. Work has been started on developing the same kind of 
programs for other problems in the national economy as well. It should be 
emphasized that preparation of the programs and their implementation require 
efficient and active organization of operations and concentration of efforts 

of party, state and economic organizations and scientific research institutions.

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1983 PRODUCTION GOALS DISCUSSED 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 1442 GMT 11 Feb 83 


[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 11 Feb (MONTSAME)-- “Let us turn the third year of the 
five-year plan into a year of high efficiency, quality and economy.” This is 
the appeal made by the production collectives of the Mongolian capital to the 
workers of the republic. 


The socialist obligations adopted by the capital's workers for 1983 state that 
industry will put out 90 million tugriks' worth of production above the plan 

for total production for three years of the five-year plan. Over 160 brigades 
are converting to a progressive system of labor organization and wages.

This year the capital will be expanded significantly and will become younger:

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SIGNIFICANCE OF COOPERATION IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE MPR POWER NETWORK

Article by Galsantsedengiyn Nyam-Ochir, CEMA Secretariat, in the column "The 
Joint Program in Action”: "The Role of Cooperation in the Development of the 
MPR Power Network" ! 


(Text ] From the first days of the victory of the people's revolution in Mon- 
golia, the task of creating a fuel and power base for development of the nation- 
al economy has stood before the party and government with great urgency. 


The people's revolution inherited a poor and backward country. In terms of 
the level of development of the power industry, feudal Mongolia was still in 
the stage of so-called biological power, that is, the lowest level of develop- 
ment. In the country almost all the heavy work was done by hand, with the 
rare exception of domestic animals being used. Firewood, shrubs and so forth 
were the primary fuel. There were not even any primitive water or wind-driven 


plants. 


In 1921 only 800 tons of coal were extracted at the country's only mine, and 
12,000 kilowatt hours of electrical power were generated at the electrical 
power plant. 


Today in the MPR, fuel and power sectors of industry have been built that are 
contemporary in terms of their technical level. In the central region of 
Mongolia, where one-third of the republic's population lives, an electrical 
power network has been created that meets four-fifths of the country's demand 
for electrical power. 


Over the years of the people's power, a national labor force has been trained. 
Industrial, professional and office workers, and engineering and technical per- 
sonnel are working successfully at electrical power plants and mines, solving 
many complex problems of managing production and developing the sector. 


The Soviet Union--the world's first country of socialism--has helped and is 
still helping unselfishiy and constantly in overcoming in an historically short 
period of time the many years of backwardness and in achieving a level of con- 
temporary development in the country. 
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Putting into operation the first thermal and electrical power plant in the 
capital of the republic, and then in the 193Us increasing its capacity to 5000 
kilowatts, was of great importance in the development of the domestic power 
industry. During that period, with the help of the Soviet Union, the founda- 
tions were laid in the MPR for large-scale socialist industry. Thermal net- 
works and a city electrical network with a voltage of 2 kilovolts were put 
into operation. In 1939 the city electrical network was converted to 6 kilo- 


volts, which aided technical progress in this area. 


As a result of the construction of 35 kilovolt electrical power lines between 
Ulaanbaatar and Nalayh, the network of electrical power lines in the country 
reached a length of 121.9 kilometers. Production of electrical power in 1940 
rose to 14.2 million kilowatt hours, which was almost a 30-fold increase over 
the 1930 level. 


The MPR power industry received further development in the following years. 

So, at the end of the lst Five-Year Plan (1948-1952) production of electrical 
power had grown by a factor of 1.6 compared to 1940. During the 2nd Five-Year 
Plan (1953-1957) the Ulaanbaatar railroad was built, which included a diesel 
electrical power plant with a 1200 kilowatt capacity. Work on expanding thermal 
and electrical power plant no 1 in Ulaanbaatar was completed successfully: 4 
TS-35 boilers (with steam parameters of 40 kg/cm“, 450° C) and 2 turbines with 

a 6000 kilowatt capacity were installed. 


Between 1956 and 1961 two more boilers and another turbine were installed at 
thermal and electrical power plant no 1 in Ulaanbaatar. In 1959 thermal and 
electrical power plant no 2 with a capacity of 12 megawatts was put into opera- 
tion. The introduction of district heating plants in the capital began; a 
main two-pipe thermal network 10.5 kilometers Long was built. In Ulaanbaatar 
at the end of 1959 there were around 100 users of therm?l power with a total 
load of 16.7 gigacalories per hour. In 1960 the country's electrical power 
output reached 106.4 million kilowatt hours, which was a 7.4-fold increase 

over the 1940 level. 


In 1964 on the basis of earlier management of operation and installation of 
electrical equipment, a trust for construction and installation of power pro- 
ects was established, which successfully handled the tasks f-volved in the 
construction of electrical power lines and substations with « voltage of up to 
110 kilovolts. 


in the 3rd Five-Yeir Plan (1961-1965), with the technical assistance of the 
Soviet Union, construction was completed the Darhan thermal and electrical 
power plant imeni V. i. Lenin with a 48 megawatt capacity; 110 kilovolt elec- 
trical power lines between Darhan and Suhbaatar and between Darhan, Sharyn gol 
and Ulaanbaatar with a total length of 392 kilometers; over 20 kilometers of 
main thermal networks in the cities of Ulaanbaatar and Darhan. The capacity 
of thermal and electrical power plant no 1 in the capital was increased to 

36 megawatts, and construction was completed on a thermal and electrical power 
plant with a 1.5 megawatt capacity as part of the woodworking enterprise in 
Tosontsengel. With the technical aid of the CSSR, construction was completed 
on a thermal and electrical power plant with a 3 megawatt capacity in the city 


of Olgiy. 





As a result, in 1965 the country produced 242.0 million kilowatt hours of 
electrical power and 611.7 gigacalories of heat. 


The 4th and 5th Five-Year Plans (1966-1975) were also periods of accelerated 
Gevelopment of the domestic power industry. Construction was completed on the 
first stage of the Ulaanbaatar thermal and electrical power plant no 3 with a 
capacity of 150 gigacalories per hour, the second stage of thermal and elec- 
trical power plant no 2 with a 12 megawatt capacity, a thermal and electrical 
power plant in Choybalsan with a 12 megawatt capacity, and with the participa- 
tion of the Polish People's Republic, a thermal and electrical power plant in 
Harhorin with a capacity of 2 megawatts. Also completed were approximately 

20 kilometers of main thermal networks in Ulaanbaatar and Choybalsan, diesel 
electrical power plants with a total capacity on the order of 25 megawatts in 
aymag centers and state farms. The length of 6.35 and 110 kilovolt electrical 
power lines was increased. 


A great deal of work was done to improve the sector's efficiency as well. If 
in 1968 the proportional expenditure of conventional fuel for production of 
electrical power in the power network as a whole was 563 g/kilowatt hour, in 
1978 it was 407 g/kilowatt hour. The total capacity of the electrical power 
plants included in the electrical power network grew by a factor of 2.8 over 
lO years. 


The dynamics of electrical power production and the growth in the capacity of 
electrical power plants in the MPR are shown in the table below.

, highly productive and economical machinery made it possible to economize 


sienificantly on capital investments and to increase labor productivity in the 


power industry. 


A graphic example of this is the thermal and electrical power 


plant no 4 being built now in Ulaanbaatar, where the largest boiler and turbine 
units in the country will be installed. 


Putting this 380 kilowatt capacity plant into operation will iwprove signifi- 
cantly the supply of electrical power to consumers in the central economic 

region of the MPR and the supply of thermal power in Ulaanbaatar. After this 
plant is completed, the MPR will produce over 2 billion kilowatt hours of elec- 
trical power per year. 





Currently in Mongolia large collectives of Soviet specialists are working on 
Ulaanbaatar thermal and electrical power plant construction side by side with 
their Mongolian colleagues. A thermal and electrical power plant with a 148 
megawatt capacity and high steam parameters (no 3) was built in the capital 
through combined efforts.

of the two countries was opened by the joining of the MPR Central Power Netw rk 
in 1976 for parallel operation with the powerful Siberian United Power Network 


in the Soviet Union. 

For the MPR power network, putting into operation the interstate 220 volt elec- 
trical power lines between the Gusinoozersk state regional electrical power 
plant and the Darhan thermal and electrical power plant is equivalent to put- 
ting into operation more than 100 megawatts of guaranteed peak capacity. This 
mace it possible to utilize the MPR thermal and electrical power plants in the 
base part of the chart with a more optimal load and thus improve utilization 


of capacities ° 


Parallel operation with the Siberian United Power Network also makes it pos- 
sible to increase the unit capacity of newly installed units at thermal and 
electrical power plants, and to improve the technical and economic indicators 
of electrical pwer plants. 


It is also necessary to emphasize the important socio-economic significance of 
parallel operation of power networks for reliable supply of electrical power 

to the country's central economic regici:, the reduction of necessary reserve 
capacity in the MPR power network and the increased quality of electrical power. 


Since 1974 the MPR has been participating in the CEMA Permanent Commission on 
cooperation in the area of electrical power. This promotes expansion and deep- 
ening of cooperation between the MPR and countries of socialist cooperation. 


Cooperation with CEMA member countries and development of socialist economic 
integration is of incalculable importance in developing the MPR power industry. 


T mplex Program for further deepening and improvement of cooperation and 
leve Lopment ialist economic integration of CEMA member countries states: 
"Considering the economic position of the Mongolian People's Republic and the 
specifi stions it involves, CEMA member countries, in accordance with an 
agreement between the countries concerned and the MPR, will coordinate and 


develop, on a multilateral or bilateral basis, special measures directed at 
accelerating the development and increasing the efficiency of the MPR economy, 


taking into account its natural and economic conditions.” 

The 48th session of the CEMA Permanent Commission on cooperation in the area 
of electrical power (held in Ulaanbaatar in 1976), at which many problems in 
the long-range development of the MPR power industry were discussed, was a 


ignificant event in the history of the domestic power industry. Currently,

the responsible agencies of CEMA member countries are considering Mongolia’s 
proposal for creation of a production base for repair of power equipment in 





the MPR. Among the more important problems in the MPR in the area of electrical 
power, which can be resolved through the joint efforts of CEMA member countries, 
is the construction of a large electrical power plant with a 1200 megawatt 
capacity at the Baga nuur coal deposit. Construction of this project is in- 
cluded in the long-range directed program of cooperation in the area of power, 
fuel and raw materials for the period up to 1990. The prepared technical and 
economic basis is currently being considered within the bounds of the com- 
mission by CEMA member countries with the aim of organizing cooperation in the 
construction of this electrical power plant. 


The commissioning of this plant is of exceptional importance for the future 
development of the MPR power industry and will help in the successful fulfill- 
ment of the goals set by the party in the area of socialist construction, and 
for a steady increase in the standard of living of the Mongolian people. 


Over the years of Mongolia's participation in CEMA activities, specifically 
within the bounds of the Commission, MPR specialists have drawn on the rich 
experience of power industry workers of fraternal countries. Currently large 
groups of Soviet, Czechoslovakian and Polish specialists are working at MPR 
power enterprises and sharing their experience and hnowledge in the management 
of complex power technology with their Mongolian colleagues. 


Cooperation with CEMA member countries has allowed the MPR to achieve, ina 
relatively short period of time, significant successes in increasing the well- 
being of broad masses of workers and in accelerating the incorporation of 
achievements of scientific and technical progress. 


Practical application of recommendations and other documents from the Commission 
has made it possible to set norms for reserve capacities, improve utilization 
of the power network, economize on fuel, and also reveal the long-term structure 


of generating capacities and rational ways of covering the planned loads. 


Specifically, for successful resolution of questions of power supply for MPR 
rural consumers, the theme worked out within the bounds of the Commission, 
"Exchange of experience on questions of power supply for rural consumers in 
regions with low load density", is especially valuable. 


The large and complex task of further electrification of the country stands be- 
for the MPR. The Mongolian People's Republic will be able to fulfill this task 
only by being in the friendly family of peoples of countries of socialist co- 
operation.
